versary of its founding. 
And in that 


celebration it is honoring particularly 
a California woman—Mrs. Phoebe A 
Hearst. 
State, district, and local clubs 


throughout 
the nation 
are paring 


homage 10 their parent body, which 
has written a history In the last score 
of years of which it may 
well be 


proud. 


Tho Hrst time that mothers of a 


nation were called together to con- 
sider their responsibilities as mothers 
and the relation of the homo to civic 
and social life was in February, 1S97, 
in AVashington, D. C. It was an epoch 
in the 
history of the world. 
The 


organisation then 
founded 
became 


the pioneer in studying and promoting- 
every phase of child welfare move- 
ments. 


The first congress of mothers ev- 


idently appealed to the longings In 
many mothers' hearts, for hundreds 
of 
women 
responded 
to 
the 
call. 


Neither parents nor teachers were in. 
touch with each other and children 
suffered by lack ot this mutual under- 
standing. The plan included the wider 
use of the school buildings, opening 
them for reading rooms and recre.i- 
tion centers and placing the respon- 
sibility for all this in the hands of 
those most concerned—the parents 
and teachers of the children in the 
schools. 
The congress 
outlined a 


nation-wide system of providing- ed- 
ucational 
helps 
ana 
assumed 
the 


functions of a national university for 
parents, with headquarters in Wash- 
ington. 
When the first congress met 


twenty years ago, comparatively Htlle 
attention had been given to protective 
legislation for children. 


Mrs. Hearst, with Mrs. Theodore W. 


Birney of Washington, D. C., were the 
founders of the now powerful body of 
100,000 women throughout the United 
States. It was Mrs. Hearst who pro- 
vided the financial backing- for the 
first struggling years when the na- 
tional organization M-as in the making. 


California 
may 
be 'particularly 


proud of being placed at the head of 
the thirty-eight state congresses, with 
a membership of upward of ,10,000 
members. For three years Mrs. I-I. N. 
Rowell, a member of the national 
board of managers, has been president 
of the California branch. Tho second 
district in which the local federations 
are found is tho second largest In the 
California congress, while Berkeley 
holds the lead as to members in this 
division, with Oakland coming-second.

YEAST 
BREADS. 


G 


OOD Hour, a good'oven; good sense 


uvo only u few of the prime req- 
uisites to tha making of a /Inc. 
hygienic yeast bread or raised 
rolls. Thc-ro are endless little da- 


talls, such as buttering the bowl in 
which the sponge or dough is set to rise, 
to which we must give heed. More im- 
portant is it lo butter lightly a dough 
when put aside and to cover it close so 
as to prevent the escape of moisture 
from it. If there is evaporation a crust 
is formed over the dough on a dry day 
or in a dry room. 
It is impossible to 


have an even crumb if this ia worked in. 


In making any yeast bread the tem- 


perature from first to last is of vital Im- 
portance. 
If the oven heat is too mod- 


erate, when the bread is baked the loaf 
will go on rising, as it should not If 
Just right when put in. 
These- tall 


loaves, which contain big air holes, aro 
imperfect as broad. 


An inexpensive milk thermometer is a 


good investment for the woman who 
makes her own bread, especially for the 
inexperienced.- 
Remember that it is 


"temperature, -temperature everywhere" 
in the big bakeries, where the most ef- 
fective economy is practiced. 


Tepid, which the lleiuid must be for 


dissolving the yeast, means to some peo- 
ple body temperature, or about !)S de- 
grees; but let them' try getting into a 
bath of that.temperature aiwl> they may 
consider the water hot. If the liquid put 
to the yeast (plant) is too hot the life 
will be taken out of it. with not enough 
left to raise the loaf at all, or but slight- 
ly; if it is too cool the rising, except In 
hot weather, will bo slow. 
The juat 


right temperature without a thermome- 
ter becomes a matter of experience. 


When the bread is set to rise the tem- 


perature must be right, although author- 
ities differ somewhat about this, prob- 
ably because of the different climates in 
which they work. From 6S to 77 are the 
different temperatures given to be main- 
tained during the whole period the bread 
is i using. 
In cold weather, ,or in a 


drafty room, the bowl should be wrapped 
In newspapers in order to keep the heat 
In. Our mothers wrapped the bowl in a 
blanket, but in these days of city dirt 
such a proceeding cannot be recom- 
mended. 
A clean paper towel for tho • 


first wrapping, with newspapers outside, 
is better than nil newspaper. 


Good bread may be made without 


sugar, shortening, or even salt, but all 
of these are commonly added. 
Soine 


people consider a bread more nutty of 
flavor if the sugar is omitted, but the 
sugar hastens rising because it Is quick- 
ly acted upon by the yeast., Without 
sugar a little higher temperature may 
be maintained. The shortening hinders 
rising somewhat, and so does much salt, 
as does also a dense dough. When such 
retarding elements are present the ac- 
celerating elements can be Increased. 


In reference to the elements of: time 


and yeast we may state the' problem 
thus: More time, less yeast and lower 
temperature; less time, more yeast and 
higher temperature. 


There are problems connected with 


softer and harder flours, coarser and 
finer flours. In fact, a recipe in the old 
sense is almost ^nothing as far as a 
bread-is concerned. 
There are funda- 


mental proportions which the trained 
learn to vary with need. If a woman 
can make an excellent yeast bread of 
any one sort she can with a few trials 
make a good bread of any of the other 
sorts. A recipe for any sort is about 
useless otherwise. 


The Inexperienced can sometimes suc- 


ceed with a sweet sponge when they 
cannot with a 
plain 
bread 
sponge. 


There are a great number of variations 
possible through the adding of seeds 


or fruits, making different forms with 
the final dough and adding different 
garnishes. 
Made up plain, It is Just 


what is made for rusks and zwieback. 


. Some people make a common bread 


sponge and then before adding the last 
of the flour with tha kneading, they 
add eggs and -shortening, but. others pu( > 
these in at the start. The latter 
lik« 


the flavor that comes from the slower 
rising. 


The sweet doughs need thorough, even 


though quick, baking. 
They have no 


end of names, but one good foundation 
can be used for nearly all of them. 


A Sweet Sponge. 


A number of my readers have in time* 


pnst told me they had excellent success 
with this: 
Souk one-half a 1 cent' cake 


of compressed yeas't in a halt cup of 
tepid waiter. 
Boll and cool a cup of 


milk to lukewarm o:id add to it tha 
yeust, one-half cup of sugar, one-fourth 
cup of butter, one Uiblespoon of lard, 
a half teaspoon of salt, and one-half ot 
a well beaten egg. 
Save the other .halt 


of the egg for brushing over the rolls 
just bofory putting them to bake. 
Mix; 


thoroughly with enough flour to make a 
aponge and set to rise. Three times to 
four o£ the' flour to the liquid, is the 
common measure of flour, and some 
people use three-fourths of this for the 
sponge. 
When this sponge has risen 


sufficiently, stir and knead in the rest 
of the flour. This ought to make it just 
right to be rolled and manipulated Into 
small rolls, coifeu, cake, etc. 
Brush 


the surface with egg thinned a little 
and sweetened, sprinkled with granu- 
lated sugar and chopped almonds for 
almond buns. 
The dough Is easy to 


twist and braid. 


Clover Leaf Bolls.' 


Any good bread dough rolled out. cut 


with a tiny cutter about doughnut hole 
size, one side dipped In melted butter, 
and three pieces placed in one muffin 
ring, makes when baked tho clover leaf 
roll, also called trinity roll. " The butter 
may be omitted, then the parts will not 
break apart, but the three parts be as 
one when baked. 
In warm weather 


these can be made and baked in a short 
time. 


As every practical cook knows, floura 


differ a good deal and instead ot stating 
what quantity' to use the recipe is fre^ 
queiitly given thus: 
One pint ot milk 


scalded and cooled to tepid, one 1 cent 
cake of compressed yeast, two table- 
spoons of butter, ono level teaspoon of 
salt, arid enough flour to make a sponge. 
Let rise one and a half hours, knead 
in enough flour to make a soft dough, 
•but one thnt can be rolled—the experi- 
enced will use considerably less than 
,the inexperienced—roll out, cut out small 
pieces, and roll in the hand into balls, 
put three in each place In muffin tin, 
and bake fifteen minutes in rather hot 
oven. 


Hot Cross Buns. 


• Most people find a gift of hot'cross 
buns a pleasant thing. It is none too 
early to begin to practice up on making 
them for Good Friday.. A hot cross bun 
is no different from any good bun ex- 
cept that it has a cross stamped on it, 
or cut into it, or pasted on it. - The Ital- 
ians place a whole egg, in tho shell, in 
buns . which they seem to use in the 
« 


same way. It gets well roasted. 


The following recipe is more universal 


than tho one for the sweet sponge: 
Four cups of flour at room temperature, 
one cup of scalded milk, two ounces of 
•butter.'one-half teaspoon of salt, one- 
fourth cup of sugar,' one-half cent yeast 
cake. Cool milk a little, add butter, and 
:when the whole is just tepid add the 
yeast, which hag been soaked in a half 
cup of tepid water with one teaspoon of 
sugar until it "comes up." 
Mix with 


three cups of the flour and set to rise. 
If thoroughly beaten and mixed it should 
double In bulk In two hours if at a 
temperature.of about 7S degrees. Knead 
in the other cup of flour, then form Into 
buna let rise till double, brush with 
egg or garnish to suit, and bake in a 
hot oven fifteen minutes. Egg, currants, 
etc., may be added after the first rising!

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"HANGING ON" TACTICS OF THE 
GOVERNOR CAUSE SPECULATION 


is. 


,AN FRANCISCO, March 3.— 


Authentic inside news from 
Sacramento shows that the live- 
liest kind of a cyclone is likely 
to break in State affairs. It has 
been realized for some time that 
all that stays it is tho presence 
of the Governor. The political 
elements that for six years have 
been syndicated in one direc- 
tion are now losing their homo- 
genity. As long as the Gover- 


nor remains on the ground and retains the control 
.through, the gubernatorial office his political edifice 
will remain intact; hut once his support is withdrawn 
and his presence is not felt, it is indicated that there 
is very likely to be a smash-up. When Stephens was 
appointed 
Licntenant-Governor it seemed that an 


agreement of necessity must have been reached as to 
when he should take the reins and come into the sal- 
ary. He was a member .of Congress, acceptable to a 
constituency that would have re-elected him without 
strenuous campaigning. 
He had attained a certain 


eminence in Congress, being a member of the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, a very important assignment for 
California. The emolument was §7500 a year, with 
mileage and a secretary, and the official strain was not 
continuous. He was induced to turn from this situa- 
tion and accept an office with a salary of 14000 a year, 
a tortnpus political way to thread, and uncertainty as 
to the future. It was assumed that, there was an un- 
derstanding that he was to succeed Governor Johnson 
upon his election to the Seuatorship. But the elec- 
tion smoke cleared away and there was no sign of the 
Governor making way., Then it was supposed the 
change would'come at the first of the year. But the 
new year dawned and there was nothing doing. Then 
it was claimed that the necessity existed fpr Gov- 
ernor Johnson to remain and ' steer the L'egislature 
through its first half. But he is still on the job, and 
now there is wide and concerted: appeal through the 
Progressive press for him to remain all summer, until 
Congress takes up in regular:., session; in. December. 
And appearances indicate .that the only happening 
that will prevent his doing so will he an extra session 
of Congress. The session of the Senate to confirm 
appointees will not, in the general opinion, constitute 
such, emergency. 


The opinion is abroad'and growing that Stephens' 


political fortunes are suffering. By being kept out of 
the governorship when in the natural course of events 
he should'succeed'to it, it is generally felt that not 
only his political prestige is imperiled, but his personal 
dignity is disregarded. The fact cannot he gotten away 
from that this indicates a lack of confidence in the 
man whom the governor selected to take his place at 
the head of the State administration. 
The Governor's Delayed Flight 


If Lieiitcnant-Goveraor Stephens.has .preserved his 


equanimity through this experience it'is move than 
some p| his close friends and supporters have done. 
And .their unrest, together with the clamors of 
those who arc to he taken care of, and the jockeying oC 
those Avlio hope to succeed to the control of .the organi- 
zation, that has so successfully dominated California 
politics for over six years, are the unmistakable signs 
of the cyclone. But the information is insistent that 
the relations between Johnson and'stepheiis are ami- 
cable. 
There is not. much doubt that some -people 


would like to see a falling out, and there are signs of 
efforts 
to egg it 
on. The 
southern contingent 


would like to see Governor Johnson off to his duties 
at the national capital, for then they figure that they 
would fall heir to the political kingdom. What appears 
to be an inspired story has been published here, to the 
effect Johnson has got behind Kolph for tho governor- 
ship, but it is not credited. A more reasonable storv is 
that to the effect that a Stephens and .Kolph coalition 
is under negotiation, on the basis of Stephens for Gov- 
ernor and Kolph for Lieu tenant-Govern or; Stephens to 
resign in two years and run for the Senate to succeed 
Phelan. This would automatically laud .Rolph in the 
Governorship and give him momentum for the next 
term. The thing about this prognostication is the fact 
that Phelan and Kolph have been in the habit of hunt- 
ing in pairs arid stalk much the same kind of voters 
in identical strongholds. Also that tlio Governor and 
1he Senator liave been on political tfrm.s through at 
least two campaigns and a pro-ram (hat would "loave 
the Senator out of the rockoninjr i,, (]ic wny ,hal a 
Stephens-Roll)]! combination would have to do would 
be rather overt. 
However, none of the pnrrios would 


find an insm-momitable obslaclc horo. Poliliral fealty 
is not a characteristic that lias been promoted in recent 
times. And (he south would applaud such a program, 
for it would have the governorship for two years and 
then the Senator.ship, while San Francisco might 110t 
make strenuous objection, as it is ready to concede 
one of the Kenatorships to the sonih. 
Progressive Unrest 


But all this is presuming that the same party influ- 


ences that have dominated affairs will continue to dom- 
inate them. It may be that the novelty will be worn 
off by the time things become active again, about a year 
hence. The dominating elements perhaps realize this, 
but they are fighting for the chance to test it. A 
noticeable cleavage is that between the ProgreRSiveg 
of the south and those of the central and north. Of 
the latter K. T. Earl is just now the most conspicuous 
figure, though Carnnhan, Lissner and others are to be 
reckoned with. Carnahnn especially in not to be over- 
looked, for lie was tho foremost candidate for LIeuf.cn. 
•mil-Governor until Earl sprung Stephens. The Ihwart- 


ing of his ambition does not place him in close 
accord with the Earl group. Up north there is the 
Governor's coterie, -which, with Al McCabe as the 
rounder-iip, is firmly in the saddle, and may be credited 
w;ih a natural disinclination.to get out. It may be 
that this situation will so weaken the forces that the 
election of any candidate along lines on which the last 
Governor has been twice elected will not be an easy 
matter. That things are working in this direction is 
already manifest in- the attack upon the reclamation 


• bill, a Progressive measure, led by Senator Chandler, a 


Progressive stalwart. The reclamation committee is 
headed by V. II. McClatchy, a particular 
political 


friend of Governor Johnson, and it. is fair to infer that 
the Governor- is supporting his serviceable friend. The 
spectacle is also afforded of Progressive Senator Brown 
making a most determined attack upon Market Di- 
rector Weinstock. Now, AVeinstock is a Progressive of 
Progressives, and. is a bright particiilar prop of the 
Governor. Consequently it must be concluded that at 
least there is not that brotherly accord that character- 
ized the earlier Progressive .efforts. 
It is now con- 


cluded that the appointment of Arlett was acquiesced 
in by Stephens; that, in fact, the appointment is agree- 
able to him, however much it may have pained some of 
those who are waiting for fat berths to be vacated, with 
a personal interest in the succession. 
Forecasts as to Some Measures 
/ 


My advices from Sacramento confirm the forecast as 


to the future of AI McCabe. If the bill enhancing the 
value of the Insurance Commissiouership goes through 
he will be dropped into that downy nest, where he will 
eke out an existence on §0000 a year, with two depu- 
ties at §3600 and §3000. respectively to do the'"drudg- 
ery." It is understood that he has the serious intent 
to emerge from this, chiysalis state a full-fledged attor- 
ney, and forever after to eschew politics. He would 
like the public to take it from one who has thoroughly 
tried it aud knows, that there is nothing in it. In this 
connection it is likely to be concluded that if McCabe 
has found the.game lacking in any particular, consider- 
ing the eminence he has attained as the 'practical 
man of the State administration, there: Would not seem 
to be great inducement in the ordinary opportunities , 
that politics affords. 
The forecast is made that the 


fight on Harris Weiustoclr and his market schemes wiil 
fail, though he may get a jolt that will hurt his pride 
before, it is all over. Also that the normal school bills 
will have a stormy passage, but are pretty sure to 
safely reach the harbor. The powerful influences that 
stand to tide them through will be exerted by Matt Sul- 
livan, Harbor Commissioner Arlett, University Regent 
Rowell and lesser lights of the Governor's close adher- 
ents. The Mead colonization bill is likely to go through, 
though it may come out a little battered. The labor 
bills, fathered by the Chamber of Commerce^ look to 
have a very stormy passage, even to the extent of ship- 
wreck, unless the proponents get into a very long and 
effective stride . at. .once, ,O.rgamse<d..labor is on the 
ground in full force, aud law-makers are proverbially 
tender when these figure in the lobby. Senator ICehoe 
of Eureka is as gentle as a'gazelle; Last session he 
stalked the insurance companies and brought them • 
down. This year the insurance companies felt of their 
sores and took on wisdom. Thcy: went and hired Percy 
Long, and.whatever it was that Percy did nobody 
knows, but all is serene as between ICehoe and the com- 
panies. The fact that .Percy is a Progressive and one 
of the Governor's stanch adherents is not understood 
to have deterred the amicable understanding that has 
been arrived at. 
City Attorneyship Again Repulsed 


The city attomeyship has been refused by another, 


and resumes its rounds from door to door, trying to 
find some one who will take it in. The tender to J. J. 
Dwycr was a sort of Pickwickian proceeding. It was 
a frame-up, without much point to it, excepting to 
give imaginary advantage to a favorite in the matter 
of declining the" appointment. But he Almost spoiled 
it by. hesitating so long before publishing his refusal. 
It should have been prompt, experts say, with a tinge 
of scorn, so that (lie-idea might have been conveyed 
that the office was far beneath him. That he allowed 
three days to pass justified the belief that he was in 
doubt at: first whether to accept or not. As a matter 
of fact it should not have taken long at all to realize 
what a position he would have been in by accepting 
the appointment immediately afters having resigned 
from the Harbor Board, a position of much greater 
political advantage. However, Percy Long continues 
to draw the .salary and it seems less likely that the 
position is to find a new incumbent till the people elect 
one next November. 
Recalling Senatorial History 


The. political passing of Senator Works recalls inci- 


dents of his election six years ago. 
His success in 


breaking into that august body which is the goal of so 
many men, and which required six years of ruthless 
political manipulation and very, astute leadership on 
the part of his successor to achieve, is generally re- 
garded as a fluke.- Works simply fell in. He was in 
no sense a leader in political movements. But he had 
the fortune to be on the crest of the wave that was 
breaking. The proposition' to elect Senators direct 
had the public attention. It was a part of the new 
political uplift. 
It had not at that, time received legis- 


lative endorsement, but an advisory expression of 
voters was provided. "In this advisory vote Works was 
not the undoubted favorite. Spaulding, a rank outsider, 
seemed to fimVmore favor, but as the vote was merely 
advisory it was promptly ignored by its sponsors, 
who found Hiomselves in power, and Works was given

the toga. He.was the first achievement in that reform' 
movement that has done considerable with and to'

Senator Works became a thorn in'the Progressive.side 
from the very, first. He absolutely,'.refused to take 
program., .Now, that reprehension thing called "pro- 
gram'5 was one of the evils any'eighed against -in the 
arraignment of the old order, but the program of the 
reformer was of a different and righteous kind. 
So 


when Senator Works refused to respond to those who 
issued.commands he was denounced, and his resigna- 
tion called for. I think it was Meyer Lissner who 
Avas the spokesman. But the Senator refused to obey 
to such purpose that all efforts to pry him out was 
abandoned, and he was endured with the best grace 
his sponsors could muster. 'The election of Works 
was heart-breaking to a coterie that could; have 
acquired the toga under the circumstances much more 
readily. ' State Senator Gates is one of these, and for- ' 
mer Lieutenant-Govcriior Wallace, aud Chester Powell. 
No man was ever elected to the United States Senate 
with such ease, or left chagrin among so many over an 
opportunity missed. 
Clash of Architects 
, 


Just as the intervention of the architects put the 


State authorities out of the notion of building the 
viaduct -across East street a j^ear and a half "ago by 
objecting to the style of architecture, which' notion 
has never, been/taken up since, so now there is some 
danger of .further delay in buifdiug the 'State's 
§1,000,000 structure at the civic center by objecting" 
.to the character of the edifice which has been decided 


on. Bliss £ Faville are the successful competitors, "of 
which there were some forty! They,>are the architects 
of the new Southern Pacific building. The objection, 
is that a building of the character shown in the plans 
is not likely to harmonize with the other piles at the 
civic ceiiter.

That efficient regulation of the rail- 


roads of the United^ States^ is needed 
must be evident to 'any. who knows 
even in a casual way the great amount 
of work piled upon the seven members 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and who knows that, in one State 
or another, there are scores of other 
bodies who .are taking a hand in the 
regulatory process. A railroad, one of- 
ficial has said,-must serve forty-ei^ht 
masters,, meaning one master for each 
State in the union. It is worse than 
that; there are in this country ninety- 
three bodies of men 
making 
ruffes. . 


They are: 
Congress,' . the Interstate 


Commission, 48 State legislatures and 
forty-three State Commissions. 


In 
"Government Partnership," a 


plea fer 
systematized' and ^, uniform 


regulation," it is argiied that our trans- 
portation structure is being destroyed. 
The side, of the railroad in the argu- 
ment is set forth as well as a. part of 
the side against it.

brief, 
the 


roads object to the many officials and 
commissions and have no 
special 


grievance against the Federal body. 
They do believe that the 
Interstate 


Commission, as now organized, 
can- 


not give time to each case and should 
be enlarged and that it should not 
have the power of suspending rates 
for so long'a period as eleven months. 
A provision which .allows'the revenue 
to remain fixed for so long a time 
while the cost of operation is increas-

"The area is too great f.or 
efficient regulation from Washington 
alone and should be divided. Eight dia^ 
tricts are proposed and it is suggested 
that the present organization of 
the 


Interstate Commerce Commission be 
expanded;by creating eight commis- 
sion£.pf seven men-each. The planMs 


' to unite the public and owners of the 
roads in a community of interest, to 
effect.a wider distribution of owner-' 
ship of railroads, and to stabilize the 
value of railroad securities.

unable to devise a workable plan 
to 


this end we shall be forced to con- 
sider the. alternative

flagrant example 'of improprietyxin the 
appearance of a book of real charm 
and" va'lue Is the case of Roger Ing- 
pen's account .of "Shelley in England." .

ported from England last month. Here 
is a book giving a phase of the poet's 
life which, on account of the scarcity 
of paper, has grown to the dimensions 
of a college, dictionary.

ocean rolling in shoreward with their 
inexhaustible energy, 
and .stopped 
to 


realize that if we could effectively utilize 
this tremendous amount of natural energy 
constantly going to waste, that we could 
light every office building, factory and 
dwelling not only In the "United States, 
but also supply sufficient electrical energy 
for all of the light and power required 
in all parts of the world with plenty to 
spare? 
' ' 
- 


In the past ten years, says the Elec- 


trical Experimenter, and ' before* that 
time,, there have been numerous inventors 
who have devised many. Ingenious . and 
curious machines and auxiliary apparatus 
whereby to effectually " transform 
this 


mighty power into a more docile and eas- 
ily controlled- form of energy —such as - 
electricity, which can be easily transmit- 
ted hundreds of miles overland thru sin- 
ewy copper wires to the point where it is 
most required. Many patents have been 
taken out on some remarkable wave mo- 
tors, as they are generally termed, but so 
far none of them have proved sufficiently 
practical to warrant their adoption, for 
several reasons. 
These include the rise 


and fall of the tide and the constantly 
changing form and amplitude of the in- 
coming-ocean waves, etc. 


The ocean, or rather the oceans of the 


("world, and especially along the sea coast, 
'seem to present wonderful opportunities 
for the production of electrical energy at 
practically no cost except the initial one 
for the installation of the necessary elec- 
trical and mechanical machinery. 


.T. Verner has several good ideas for the 


general application of his wave motor, 
broadly speaking, and a few of the- more 
practical ones are mentioned herein. Not 
only is this wave motor plant intended to 
be efficacious when utilized to develop a 
few horsepower for such purposes as tho 
illumination 
of 
lighthouses 
along the 


coast, but he also mentions that with a 
nuraoer 
of these 
scattered . along a 


stretch of coast, they can be properly 
arranged to pass their electrical energy 
'through submarine electrical cables to 
shore, where the combined electrical out- 
put of a number of these"'wave motor 
plants can be arranged with a storage 
battery, etc., so that a very large amount 
of power could thus be realized. 
On the 


other band, this design of wave motor 
plant appears to have a number of good 
features which might be employed for 
isolated lighthouses, which would elim- 
inate daily and constant manual attention 


' by anyone. 


For instance, suppose that the plant 


was designed on a small scale, simply to 
develop five to ten horse-power or even 
considerably less than tills, and that by 
means of a suitable storage battery and 
automatic switch-board, the energy^ de- 
veloped by the dynamo coutd be accumu- 
lated during the 
day. 
As- evening ap- 


proaches the battery 
current 
can'be 


swltchpd on to the powerful lamp on tho 
roof of the structure by means of radio 
control waves sent out by a suitable wire- 
leas station on shore, "Wiralsss antennae 
could be arranged on the- roof of the wave 
motor tower as sliown und at daybreak a 
second wireless impulse intercepted by the 
antenna would cause the electrical appa- 
ratus to open the camp circuits, and so 
on. 


There .ire a number of 
refinements,^ 


both electrical and mechanical, which are 
already in vise" in many applications of 
electrical 
and 
mechanical engineering, 


•which could ve very easily adopted" to 
make such a power plant successful. 


For Instance, the speed of the dynamo 


will (ordinarily) fluctuate -widely owing 
to the spasmodic action of the 
ocean 


waves as we all know. Mechanical speed 
governing devices could be arranged and 
are available, -which would keep the dyna- 
mo driving shaft rotating at fairly con- 
stant speed; also the dynamo could be 
very well arranged with a fly-wheel pul- 
ley in place of the ordinary light weight 
pulley, which would tend to cause the dy- 
namo to rotate, at- more constant speed. 
Also, there are electrical voltage regula- 
tors which act on the various windings 
of a generator and electrical regulators 
which could be placed in the storage bat- 
tery charging circuits, so that ths dynamo 
wmjld be kept pumping electrical energy 
•into the battery whenever the speed was 
above a certain minimum value.

The inventor "of this interesting wave 


motor plant has arranged for the rotation, 
of the upper power room section by means 
of a manual or motor operated rack and. 
Pinion as the reader will observe. The 
tower structure rests on a ring of coned 
roller bearings and. thus the circular power 
structure carrying the float arms and their 
supports, can be arranged-t"o automatically 
(or manually) swing round about the ver- 
tical axis of the tower so as to.utilize the 
•wave energy to the best advantage.. ,_ 


The lower central steel tank on which 


the tower rests is made air-tight and is 
therefore, of course, buoyant. 
In most 


. cases the predominant or greater weight 


of the tower structure as compared to 
that of 
the floats and their reaction 


power, would be such-as'to "causa the 
tower 
to test 
quite steadily, or suffi- 


ciently so for the float arms to move up 
and down and to trasmit their ppw^r to 
the main pinion shaft in the manner 
described. 


Tho inventor has, however, provided ' 


that, where necessary, suitable raising 
and lowering apparatus, may be Installed 
in the power portion of the tower struc- 
ture which can 
be automatically con- 


trolled by the rise and 
fall of the tide. 


With the base 
structure 
of" the. tower 


will retain the proper level in the water 
automatically as the tide rises and falls; 
but tliis may not be satisfactory In all

Still another phase of the utilization of

been designed to produce 300 horsepower, 
with a minimum head of 5 feet 3 Inches 
at a speed of fifteen revolutions par min- 
ute, Ihoywaves having a 13-foot internal 
diameter. 
The speed would bo main- 


tained constant 
by suitable 
reuglating1 


sluices actuated automatically. 
The sea 


would thus bo caused to render useful 
service to man, as the rise and .fall of 
the tide filled first one large basin and 
then the other. It Is a case of lifting a 
large quantity of water to a higher level, 
giving It potential energy, which causes 
it to seek a lower or natural level as 
through a series of hydraulic "turbines 
connected to electric'dynamos.

Early 


spring planting is most advisable,' de- 
laying it somewhat for seed planted in

The seed may 
be 


sown from January to April in light 
sandy soil in. seed boxes and covered 
one-quarter., inch 
deep. 
When -• the 


' seedlings, which .will make their • ap- 
. pearance. in, about a week, are 
an 


inch or so high 
they 
should 
be ' 


pricked out in'the open garden ..or 
first into flats to stand about three 
inches apart: in the latter^ 
Within 


six weeks they will have grown •-to 
four inches or so tall and shouVd.be 
set where'they are to bloom.

- .When the'small seedlings are first 
pricked out is a good time for 
the 


preparation of their final beds. The 
soil should be worked deeply, 
and, 


after lying open for two weeks, have 
the clods broken down and a dressing 
of lime given. 
When the ground is 


.again workable after tho next "rain 
or as watering, throw on a cover of 
three to five inches :of manure'and 
mix it well in with the top fo'ot of 
soil. In.setting the plants out put the 
dwarf varieties from 
eight • to 
ten 


inches part; the tail-sorts, twelve to 
eighteen inches, and Semple's branch- 
in^, eighteen inches to two feet. ' 
. T h e seed of asters may also 
be 


sown in late March or April in the 
open garden where the pi ant a are to- 
grow after preparing the-soil as "just 
directed and finely .pulverizing 
the 


surface. 
The .seed should 
b& 
sown 


in drills one-quarter inch deep 
and 


thinned to the above distances apart. 
. There must be no chock suffered 
b'y the plants in their growth, whether 
seeded either in boxes or the 
open, 


from the planting of the seed to the 
death of the plant in the lute fall.. Two" 
weeks after they are planted out they 
may be given n 'mulch of two inches 
or so of old manure, or the ground 
should be cultivated 
thoroughly be- 


tween at least weekly waterings. 
In 


the dry season the plants must 
not 


suffer for lack of water and a good 
coaking of the ground »t least twice 
n week is then advisable. The flowers 
must lie kopt pick'ed to prevent seed- 
Ing if the longest blooming season 
is

"Strategy is as ImnVutablo as time," 


he said, "and is dominating this war 
as it has dominated till other con- 
flicts. 
The world has long recognised 


Robert E. Lee as a great general, and, 
in my opinion, he was one of tho 
dozen great commanders of history, a 
place which Is enhanced rather than 
dimmed by his participation In a lost 
cause; as success wins its recognition. 
The strategy of which General Lee 
was a master does not change with 
time, and |n your year 2001 literary 
loaders will be acting on the Prin- 
ciples of Napoleon and Lee. 


CIIANGK IN TACTICS. 


"The men over In the trenches, see- 


ing only a brief and intimate part of 
the actual operations, are inclined to 
assert that the major principles of 
warfare have changed, but this is true 
only of tactics, which, according to 
Napoleon, change every ten years,' a 
period which, had he been alive to- 


day, 
he probably would have reduced 


to five years. 
This is due to the in- 


crease in inventive power over the 
time when Napoleon fought. 
In the 


tactics of this war are seen three tre- 
mendous Innovations, which can prob- 
ably be placed in the following order: 
First, 
airplanes; second, 
improved 


heavy artillery with highly explosive 
shells; third, machine guns. In strat- 
egy the immutable problems of tinie 
and space still prevail.

leon or Lee alive today the genius 
which made them great would find ah 
outlet.

"In a paragraph, the difference be- 


tween strategy and tactics may be ex- 
plained to the lay reader as follows: 
Strategy 
consists of plans for 
the 


maneuvers of armies seeking a definite 
result, while tactics are the opera- 
tions when two forces are in actual 
contact. 
The victory of tho Marne 


was the result of high strategy, as 
was. the German: sweep through Bel- 
glum and the encircling movement 
about Paris. The trench warfare pre- 
vailing since has been purely a mat- 
ter of tactics. 
Stonewall Jackson suf- 


fered a tactical reverse at Jamestown, 
but "won 
a .strategical success by 


forcing the Union commanders 
to 


move great forces in all directions. 


STRATEGY PROLONGS AVAR. 
"People wonder why, -with the supe- 


rior resources in man power undoubt- 
edly possessed by the allies, that moi'e 
progress toward victory is not made. 
The reason lies in'the form of strat- 
egy which made your civil war so 
long, and enabled Napoleon to keep 
his back t'o.the wall so long when :ito 
had a coalition of Europe against 
him. 
Lee and Napoleon worked on 


Interior lines from a ,central position, 
and they had the genius to. make the 
best possible use of the great advan- 
tage this gave them. 
The Germans 


understand this form of strategy so 
well that even in peace times, their 
economic necessities 
are 
frequently 


sacrificed to-military needs. 
In their 


transportation system alone the re- 
sult of this policy can be seen. 
Lc'e 


and his small army held back greatly 
superior forces for tour years, and 


them is no reason to anticipate, on 
purely military grounds, an early col- 
lapse of the Germans.

"How far the shortage of food in 


Germany has . affected 
the physique

with the passage of time. 


"Without morale even the genius of

the eyes of many an agriculturist and 
chemist are turn^'-U The success of the 
crop of flowering herbs-will mean that 
Alamcda county may enter tho Hats as 
a successful grower of belladonna, the 


leaves of which now sell for ?3 a pound. 


There is one aero of thrifty belladonna plants In 


the field nov.', plants that have withstood handicaps 
and have grown while the farm experts at the Uni- 
versity of California have studied them to learn 
new ways for their culture. It Is probable that tho 
crop will be more easily grown with the increased 
knowledge. 


The bringing .of the belladonna, to San Leandro 


followed attempts made to grow It in other places. 
That the attempts were not made on a large scale 
may be imagined when it is noted that the price oC 
seed is $20 the pound. 


In 1903 some belladonna plants were started in 


the garden of medicinal plants, in Golden Gate 
park, San Francisco. Tho soil in which this bella- 
donna was grown is "made soil," consisting of loam 
which had been hauled in and mixed with the sand 
which formed the base of Golden Gate park. These 
plants received but little care, yet thrived well. Tho 
second year's growth made its appearance late in 
January and the young shoots wero not Injured by 
a slight frost. 


In 1906 arrangements were made to carry pn tests 


with belladonna at tho experimental gardens! of the 
College of Agriculture of the University of Cali- 
fornia, under the direction of II. B, Mansell, In 
charge.of tho field experiments. .Cold-framo seed- 
ing was done in December, 1906, and about 200 
young plants were transplanted In the month of 
May, 
1907, into rather poor, Inadequately prepared 


soil (clay, adobe and gravel)' on top of a ridge. This 
soil was hard, and dry, and there were no arrange- 
ments for irrigating. Natiu-ally the plants mndo a 
very poor growth and many were killed by drought 
and; weeds. 


TESTS AKE MA1JE. 


In 1907 arrangements were iriado to conduct some 


belladonna tests on a commercial scale. During tha 
months of'July, August and Septojnber of the year 
referred to, the Salinas Valley, Pajaro Valley, Snnta 
Clara "Vnirey~ aria the San Franclaco bay regions 
were visited and a comparative study made of soil 


and climate. After careful deliberation a, tract of 
thirty-two acres in tho Castro Valley, near Hayward, 
was selected. The soil of tho chosen plat woa rich 
medium adobe and sedimentary loam, uniform in 
quality and not much overrun by weeds. 


In tho fall of 1913 tho experimental efforts were 


transferred from tho Castro Valley to San Leandro, 
near 
Oakland. 
About 
ono-half 
acre 
of roots 


(crowns) was planted In tho field and forty pounds 
of California-grown seed were seeded 
into large 


canvas-covered cold-frames. 
Through lack of care 


of tho seed beds, not over one-sixth of this seed ger- 
minated, and more than half of the seedlings which 
made an appearance wore allowed to die 'through 
neglect. 
In tho fall of 1914 another half-acre of 


roots (one-year-old seedlings) .was planted, and at 
tho present writing thero Is in all about one acre 
of thrifty plants in the field.

N tho days before the Clyli war, when 
Marysyiitn was little more than, a rough 
mining fown,

Upon the appointed overling' tho largest hall in tcrwn 
was crowded with armed men who came for' the ; 
solo purpose Qf preventing the notaii orator from 
speaking one word, either for his party of its atan-. 
dard bearer. 
"With admirable tact, Colonel Baker 


began his speech with an eloquent description of the 
"old home" back oast, or across tho water, or may- 
hap in tho "Sunny South." 
In. melting phrase and 


with a voice thrilling with emotion, he pictured, the 
dread day of separation, the home-leaving, tho last 
"good-bye," tho warm and loving kiss of mother, 
or wife, or sweetheart, and then tho resolute march, 
the final look from the "turn in tha road," and 
afterward tho loneliness that nothing could cure 
until that glad hour when, with fortune won, the 
wanderer should return to the love and joy of 
"home, sweet home." 
fc 


By this tirho Baker had bee:!, speaking for a half- 


hour, and his auditors, strangely moved, were com- 
pletely under tho spell ho had thrown upon them. 
Suddenly pausing and looking at his watch, ho said: 
"I came hero to make a Republican speech, but I 
understand you will not permit it. 
Consequently 


there Is nothing left for me to do but to close, bid- 
ding you all 'good night' " 


"Go onl 
Go on! 
Go on!" catno the eager cry 


from all parts of the hall. 
Whereupon the loader, 


a stout-lunged Irishman, shouted: ""Wo don't care 
a damn what you say if you'll only go on!" 
And 


for two hours Colonel Baker did "so on," adminis- 
tering to tho Democratic party and Its works such 
a philliplc of condemnation as no other man In.tho 
state, or probably out of it, could have given. 


This incident reminds us of Emerson's definition 


of eloquence as "tho appropriate exproaslq/i of the 
highest personal energy." 
For ono man, a mere, 


human unit, to face the mob and beat It back, and 
hold it down, and work his will upon It, certainly 
thero is no triumph greater. 
But many equally 


notable victories wero gained by TSdwnrrt Dickinson 
Baker in tre field of debate. 
We filmll find tho 


record instructive, inspiring and not without a 
measura of warning. 


Baker was born In London, England, February 


24, 1811, a fact which it is said onco caused him to 
break forth in a flood of tears, because a foreign 
birth denied him that chance for the Presidency 
which every American under 30 Imagines a kind of 
native right. 
Settling In early manhood in Spring- 


field, III., he plunged directly into a lucrative law 
practice, and into politics, being elected to the Illi- 
nois legisature in 1837, and to the state senate In 
18-10. . A little later ho served two terms in Congress, 
tisEsc followed by n brilliant record In the Mexican 
•war. 
After a few years or 'riding tho circuit' with 


Tjiacoln in Illinois, he Is seized 
of tho "western 


fevor," and in 1861 arrives !n San Francisco. 
His 


fame has preceded him, and ho nt once taken and 
holds a prominent place at tho bar and in politics. 
The "shameful fifties" someono han nailed the dp- 


• cado In which tho country wns hurrying on to tho 


fiercest civil war of history. 
1C not "shameful," then 


'certainly most troubled wore those years for San 


Francisco, 
with 
crime rampant, and extra-legal 


"committees of safety" to uphold 
public 
order. 


Baker took a man's part throughout tho long and 
bitter fight during which tho old order was passing 
\ away, and & new civilization, dyeOio*ted to "liberty 


under law," was coming into being. Unfortunately, . 
both as a lawyer and politician, Oolonel Baker \vasv 
Usually upon the unpopular side. He consequently 
earned an unenviable reputation as a defender of 
bad men, and a champion of principles thought to 
be dangerous to the state. Because of this, whatever 
personal weaknesses were his, we may be sure, -were 
gratly magnified by cunning and bitter enemies. But 
one thing all admitted, his heaven-born gifts as an 
orator. 
Ono could fill columns with glowing trib- 


utes to his "unequaled power upon the platform." 
Lot the following from a well-known writer suffice 
for an example of what 
all men said of "Ned 


Baker" at the forum: "I have never seen, a more, 
striking personality. He had literally what 'may. be'': 
called eagle eyes, with a high forehead and a de- 
cidedly Roman nose, 'thexfront of Jove himself'. 
In 


figure and bearing ho seemed to bo Ji\Uus Ccasar 
as I have pictured him. I havo never,- and I think 
very, few have over, heard so wonderful a voice— 
not too strong nor loud nor piercing, but clear as a 
bell, and perfectly modulated. I have never heard 
tones so thrilling. There was, grandeur In every - 
sentence." 
. 
° 


Whatever powers Baker possessed he gave In fuH 


measure to'the cause of freedom. 
On the stump 


for Fremont In 186(3—as a candidate for Congress 
in 1859, he helpe'd to lay the foundation of the Re- 
publican party In California. 
Defeated, and as he 


said, "with heart bruised and ambition crushed," he 
moved to Oregon. 
The people of that new and 


progressive 
commonwealth within a year elected 


Colonel Baker to the^ national Senate. 
Tho 26th 


day of October, 18GO, on his way to Washington, 
Baker delivered in San • Francisco his celebrated 
"American theater speech" on behalf of Lincoln and 
Republican principles. 
"Old-timers" declare that 


never on tho coast, or elsewhere, were words more 
eloquently spoken to tho delight of liberty-loving 
souls. Years ago ono could find In California public 
men, fiot a few, who could repeat verbatim Colonel 
Baker's wonderful declaration of personal conse- 
cration to tho cause ho served.- 


"As for me, I dare not, I will not, be false to free- 


dom. 
"Where In my youth my foet were planted, 


there my manhood and my age shall march. I wMl 
walk bnuoath her banner. 
I will glory In her 


strength. 
I havo seen nor, in history, struck down 


on a hundred chosen fields oC brittle. I havo seen 
hor friends fly fro.ni her; I havo scon her foes 
gather around her; I havo seen thorn bind hor to 
tho stake; I have seen them glvo her ashes to tho 
winds, rogatherlng them, that they might scatter 
them yet more widely. 
But when they turned to 


exult, I havo seen her again meet them fnce to face, 
clad in complete stciol, and brandishing In 
her 


strong right hand a flaming sword red with .In- 
sufferable light! 
I take couragn. 
The geniua of 


America will at lost load her sons to freedom." 


As tho culmination of a strikingly effective speech 


for "Lincoln and Liberty," this passage seemed to 
those who heard It to surpass In eloquence all re- 
corded words of man, and with true California en- 
thusiasm It was said, "that when tho groat speeches 
of Dcmonthenos and Cicero wore forgotten, Baker's 
oration would be remembered and quoted by ad- 
miring scholars." 
Alas! wo ponr mortals can do 


almost anything except foretell the future. 
Tlmo 


laughs nt our "Temples of Fame," and the names 
wo Inscribe therein. 


It wns loft, however, for tho noble orator to servo 


his country In a more dignified presence and 
In,- a 


manner to which rnon applied in honest praise tho 
adjectives, "Inspired, mnjostlc, sublime." Hardl*i.had 
ho takou his place' in tho national Senate oro tho 
Confederacy waa established and war declared. 
A 


few Southern senators lingered long In their nccus- 
(orr.od «oats and dared to nhnmplon tho Southern 
en use oven in tho .oapltol itself. 
Tho most ublc of 


theso wns John C. Drcclcnnrldgit of Kentucky. 
In 


a spooch delivered inn clnj-n nfior tho disastrous bat- 
tle of Bull Rim, r«ml when tho Confederate battalions 
could l)ti soon frnrn tho windows of tho White- House, 
Brcckenrldgo addresser! Uve. Senate upon tho stato 
of the country, dlscantlng at great length upon tho 


Belladonna is naturally a shade plant, establish- 


ing itself In rich forest lands and In other protected 
areas. It has also been made clear that the plant 
cannot survive the severe '.venters of the eastern and 
central states. 
Numerous tests havo demonstrated 


that tho plant thrives well in the open fields. .Not 
only do the plants do will, but they show a very 
marked frjcrease in alkaloidal content as compared 
with plants grown In shaded places. 
Extremely hot 


weather is harmful unless there is ample Irrigation. 
Without such irrigation tho leaves suffer from sun.- 
burn, resemblng the sunburn of other herbaceous 
plants, such as sugar beets, potatoes, etc. 
A tern- 


perature which does not rise jnuch above 80 de- 
grees F. is1 best for the growth of the plants, ancj Is 
also conducive to a better yield of alkaloids. 


Sunlight is even more important than tempera- , 
„ 


ture. 
All of the tests made have demonstrated that 


Plants grown in tho open freely exposed to the sun- 
light are richer in alkaloids than plants grown In 
the shade. 
.... 


The reason why California grown belladonna ia 


richer in total mydrlatio alkaloids than that grown 
In the eastern United States Is In,all probabilty due 
to the fact that California has the' greater number 
of clear clays during tho growing .season. 


Seed may be obtained 
from England, France, 


Austria and Germany, through the larger New York 
seed flrmn. 
The price per pound Is about $20. If 


possible, American-grown seeecl should be obtained, 


as this seed has a higher germinating power and 
the seedlings "are thriftier; also *be a>fcaloirt*I yWd, 
Is likely to be higher. 
. 


At the present time seed' cannot be had from Eu- 


rope and the American supply is very limited. 


The seeds are somewhat smaller than alfalfa seeds 


and brown In color. Th° seed coat is composed of 
suberized tissue which prevents the ready entrance 
and also the escape of moisture. 
The seed shoulfl 


bo dry and kept in a dry place. Under such condl- 


• tions it retains its germinating power umtiminshed. 
for three and even four years. 


As with other crops, the yield is variable. The 


first season's crop (two cuttings of the herb) should 
bo 1800 pounds net, dry weight. 
The second seav 


son's orop should be one ton and tho third season 
should yield from 2100 to 2200 pounds dry weight. 
The fourth year should yield 2200 pounds "of the 
herb and not less than. 1000 pounds of roots, both 
dry weight. This would probably represent the max- 
imum, yield.

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The demand for the dried herb, leaves and root Is 


quite constant and is Increasing slightly every year. 
The United States requires about 300 tons of the 
drug annually. Tho European warj'has cut off the 
foreign supply almost completely, and the .home 
production up to the present time is. almost'nil; as 
a result the price has risen, from about 12 cents per 
•pound to $1 per pound at wholesalei

state, there Is a very limited request for the green or 
•fresh, herb.

expressed from, the fresh plant and this, when mixed 
with an equal amount- of alcohol, constitutes the 
"mother-tincture" frdm which the various attenuan 
tlona (dilutions) are prepared.

The grower Is interested in the wholesale market; 


very largely. ' Any drug dealer or pharmaceutical 
manufacturing house that requires one or more tons 
of the drug ea'ch.^ year .may be considered a -whole- 
saler. One American manufacturing house uses over 
eighty tons of the dried drug every year. Others use 
from nine to thirty tons'per year. The grower should 
get in direct touch with.the-.wholesale users of bella- 
donna, instead.of acting through a broker, agent or 
middleman.

NEW YORK, Mar. 3.— Indications that 


one of the greatest 
obstacles 
to 
the 


prompt announcement of election results, 
such as handicapped the newspapers in 
the last presidential election, may. be re-, 
moved before another presidential year, 
nre reflected in the .notion of the West 
Virginia legislature, following the exam- 
ple set by Kansas, in the creation of 
what is called "A Double Election Board." 


The measure is hailed by West Vir- 


ginia newspapers as one that will be ap- 
pr,eciated by tho 
general public to a 


greater extent than is 'realized by those 
not familiar with the present 
encum- 


brances which surround ballot-counting-. 
They declare that tho success of the ex- 
periment in Kansas last fall should at- 
tract attention in other states as a possi- 
ble relief from such uncertainty as the 
whole country ^labored under for several 
days after the last election. 


Kansas, considering its difference in 


time ' as compared 
with 
the 
Eastern 
states, was the first of all states to be- 
gin to return figures on Its election last 
November 7. This was a surprise gen- 
erally to other states unlll It was disr 
covered that the secret of Kansas prompt- 
ness was a system known as the Double 
Election Board. - 


HASTENS COUNT. 


This system does not In any sense Revo- 


lutionize present methods of voting, hut 
simply makes It possible that the bal- 
lots may be counted almost 
simultane- 


ously with the casting of them, with the 
result that the vote Is known immedi- 
ately upon the closing of the p'olls, 


The Kansas law provides that at all 


general elections the national arid state 
tickets shall be printed upon one ballot, 
and the Districts, county and township 
tickets will be printed upon another bal- 
lot, and that at each voting precinct five 
separate ballot boxes shall be provided,

First" has given way to "Service First" which In- 
cludes the former and a little bit more. 


Here in California the people insist upon keeping 


in the limelight, whether by electing a Presdent, 
giving: tho vote to women, or buying a thousand au- 
tomobiles a day; tho corporations have found it ad- 
visable to be sociable with the public, who have at 
their disposal legislative monkey wrenches capable 
o£ causing- a lot of trouble If chucked around care- 
-less-Ilke. 


Seeing the handwriting on the wall, a certain Cali- 


fornia traction corporation with holdings valued at 
millions of dollars—the San Francisco-Oakland Ter- 
minal Railways Company—recently inaugurated a 
policy oC malting friends with the public—not a very 
new idea, but carried out by this company quite ef- 
fectively. 


Taking the citizens completely into confidence with 


a frank statement of its financial status, plans and 
obligations, end obtaining- the co-operation of the 
public, this traction corporation obtained a com- 
plete reorganization of its franchise privileges with 
both advantage to itself and tho communities It 
served, and providing eventually for partnership 
with the city. A. bi-monthly pamphlet, issued by the 
company, was distributed freely In the cars or mailed 
to such patrons who had given (heIf1 address to tho 
conductors, and this "gazettce" differed from most 
In that it published quite frankly details of the com- 
pany's business. 
Articles on "What Becomes 
of 


Your Nickel," "Why Smoking in Street Cars Is Dis- 
couraged," "What the Construction of the X Line 
Cost," "The Weekly Pay Holl and How It Is Increas- 
ing-," all were read with increasing' interest hy men 
who had hitherto looked upon the street oar com- 
pany as a soulless corporation whose one mission 
was to be sure it got your nickel.

The advent of the jitney, 
which in California 


seemed to have reached its crest, probably made it 
alt the more expedient that tho .street car company's 
value to the community be bolter understood, and 
the means by which the former was enabled to con- 
duct Its business on a paying basis explained to the 
public.

progressive, broad-minded administration, mnde its 
policy of "Service First" so

"Why not a model conductor," he mused, "a man 


'whom I can train with my own ideas, and then send 
him out 
every-day to preach 
the gospel to tho 


others?" 


Thus was born the "traveling conductor," a uni- 


formed, suave, intelligent traction man, who spends 
all his time riding on the company's cars, Instruct- 
ing motormen and conductors In the "Golden Rule"; 
answering the questions of patrons, noting whether 


.,. ventilation Is good, and the cars neat and clean, set- 


tling transfer disputes and keeping a kindly eye on 
both crew and passengers. 
He Is the intermediary 


—there to further the policy of "Service First." 


The traveling conductor, riding on the rear plat- 


form, noted one afternoon that on this particular 
line at a certain hour many passengers came aboard 
with 1 raveling grips and suitcases, and insisted upon 


leaving them on the back platform. Now, the rules 
oC the company discourage this practice as it clogs 
up the entrance to the car, and results in the pa.<j- 
sengers returning to the rear for their grips when 
alighting-, instead of making their exit at the front 
end of the car. , But 't was natural for passengers 
to deposit their grips as they entered and paused for 


The Kreat event which will occupy the-attention 


of the Protestant Church in America during the com- 
UiK year is the celebration of tho four hundredth an- 
niversary of the reformation, the birthday of Prot- 
estantism. 
The particular event which ia commonly 


designated as the beginning of the Reformation is 
the posting ot the ninety-five theses by Martin 
Luther on the door of the Castle Church at Witten- 
berg, October 31. 1517. 
Though definite forces and 


events led up to It and though the Reformation was 
not completed till decades later, the nailing of the 
theses is generally accepted as the first important 
incident in the Reformation struggle. 


For some years past committees have been ap- 


pointed by the various Protestant church bodies at 
their conventions to draw up plans for a fitting cele- 
bration. 
At, present practically every Protestant de- 


nomination lias voted to celebrate the quadricentc- 
nary. 
Though the Episcopalians have not officially 


taken cognizance of it, a number of leading Episco- 
palian clergymen have Identified themselves with tho 
movement. 


The most important and active committee is the 


so-called Joint Lutheran Committee with headquar- 
ters in Philadelphia, representing about three million 
Lutherans throughout the land. 
It has drawn 


up elaborate 
plans for a distinctively Lutheran 


Church celebration. 
The various synods of the 


Lutheran church havu voted to rai.se an anniver- 
sary offering of $10,000,000. The Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in America, representing 
thirty-seven denominations, also has a Reforma- 
tion Anniversary committee which is formulating its 
plans for a united Protestant recognition of tho Ref- 
ormation Quadrlcentenary. 
It may be safely stated 


that the anniversary will bo recognized by over 
•10,000,000 persons. 


The Greater New York celebration is in charge of 


a committee appointed by the Lutheran Society. Tho 
society Is made up of the lending laymen of the vari- 
ous Lutheran ch'urchcs of CJr-fcsiter New York.

committee has been in existence and .ictlvo for the 
pnst nine months. The Rev. Mr. O. If. Pannkoke is 
the executive secretary of the committee.

At tho next corner, a woman Appeared with a 


suitcase. As the car stopped, the T. C. leaned down 
and took the grip from the passenger, at the same 
time assisting her up the steps. 
Returning to his 


place he quite naturally put the suitcase down, not 
on the rear platform, but well inside and stood fac- 
ing toward the interior of tho car, so that quite 
naturally the passenger passed inside before extend- 
ing her money to no changed. The T. C. made the 
change, received a bright smile of thanks, and noted 
that tho woman went inside, picked up her suitcase 
and took It to the nearest vacant seat, apparently 
making n, mental note of the polite employee. 


"Now, then," said the traveling conductor "do the 


same thing when you issue your transfers, turn 
towards the inside and you'll find that passengers 
quite unconsciously will follow you around and be 
off the'platform when they take tho slips from 
you." 


The regular conductor readily saw the point, took 


the suggestion and got along- splendidly. 


One day the T. C. boarded a suburban car and the 


regular man on the rear platform showed him a 
transfer that had thirteen punch marks In it and 
looked like a Chinese lottery ticket. The company's 
rules call for two punch marks at most, so the T. C. 
pocketed the disfigured slip, got off the car and 
Wont back to the office where he soon discovered 
by means of a. carefully-evolved numbering- system 
just what conductor had issued the transfer. 
Within 


another half hour he was on board that car and 
chatting- easily with the offender. 


"By the way," the T, C. remarked casually, "did 


•you ever see a transfer like that before?" 


The regular man took the "lottery ticket" and 


studied it carefully, finally noting that the numerals 
were his own, 


"Gee!" he gasped, "did I issue a thing like that?" 
"You did," said the T. C., "and you gave it to a 


minister who presented it on a grand avenue cnr 
where it was refused. 
The clergyman was finally 


ejected, and he went to the general manager in per- 
son, and is threatening 'to sue us for $45,000 In 
damages." 


Of course, no such thing happened, but the T. C. 


was bent upon Impressing the regular conductor 
with what might have occurred by reason of gross 
carelessness. 


Tho conductor was visibly impressed. 
He saw 


himself summarily discharged n.nrl was horrified nt 
the impendng suit. When tho T. C. volunteered do 
try and square It, the regular platform man vowed 
solemnly to never issue a transfer again' that wns 
not correctly punched. • 


lie explained that 
anticipating picking 
up a 


"church crowd" at a busy corner he had punched 
a lot of transfers ahead of time, and punched them 
wrong. 
Seeing his mistake he clipped thorn again 


in the correct place, and then failed to make con- 
nections with the expected rush of passengers. He 
met an unexpected crowd at another corner and. 
had to punch the transfers in another way. 
Tha 


result was that the conductors who received the 
transfers could have refused them and been within, 
the rules, but they had previously been advised by 
the T. C. in such cases to accept the slips, politely 
call the attention of the passengers to their 1m-. 
proper perforation and then write "I protest" on th6 
back. 


THEN" THEY CLOSED THEM. 


The company got what it considered an advanced 


type of car in the "St. Louis model," hut the. publics 
complained that the cars were not sufficiently ven- 
tilated. 
At an, expense of $31,000 the 
corporation 


remodeled the cars, only to have cranky passengers 
close the ventilators as fast as conductors 
opened 


them. 


The T. C. discovered that this was a cause of fric- 


tion between carmen and passengers and set about 
to remedy it. Ho found that when the ventilators 
were opened an inch at the top, the current of air 
was quite sufficient and yet to the passengers seated 
below the circulators appeared closed. So he in- 
structed all conductors on this point and finally had, 
the small windows nailed in the desired position. 
Kicks'speedily vanished. 


By dint of much patient diplomacy the Traveling 


Conductor won the friendship of the men, who wore 
at first inclined to view him with suspicion and re- 
sentment. He convinced them finally that he wa3 
there to show them how to make their jobs morw 
agreeable and the service more efficient, and gradu* 


. ally they sought him voluntarily for advice antf 


suggestions, calling his attention in return to things 
they had discovered about their "runs." 


EEARNS OTHER SIDE. 


Traveling as a passenger among- passengers, this 


man learned the "other side" of the story, and his! 
presence made the public realize that the company 
was doing its best to serve effectively. Kicks di- 
minished fifty per cent two months after the Travel- 
Ing Conductor had started work. 


Neatness of person is insisted upon by this com- 


pany, and the T. C. finds this one of the most diffi- 
cult things to handle diplomatically. Gentle hints 
that the "old man" called Conductor So and So down 
the otheir day for having on a soiled uniform, and 
that he seems to be bent upon banishing offenders, 
usually has the rdesired effect; if not, the hint is fol- 
lowed by a frank talk. 


The T. C. carries with Mm a pocket memorandum 


book In T.'hich he jots down the date and conversa- 
tion lie lias had -with every motorman or conductor. 
In this way, ho recognizes Improvement 
when it 


comes, or becomes cognlant of a persistent offender. 
He is ubiquitous, in. that he aims to obtain first-hand 
infprmation concerning every lino during both, day 
and night and switches his schedule of working 
hours accordingly. Tho men have learned that the 
T. C. always shows up at. tho most unexpected mo- 
ments, and they can never afford to be lax. ' 


In Instructing new men as to the location of prom- 


inent buildings and places of^interest, keeping up 
the esprit do corps, and dignifying the work, the 
Traveling Conductor is Invaluable. He is the last 
word in "Service First."

TRIED TO CATCH THEM,•;. 


So great were the activities of the bay pirates at 


one time that every effort on land and water was 
made to capture them, and with some success, for 
several of them were put away. 


were setting a cargo of goods together j'for delivery, 
and a boat lying on the mud bore out the idea. 


The shack was <wo feet from, the edge of the 


marsh, and to reach it through the soft mud was the 
question, but after scouring about through the marsh 
grass one 'of the raiding party, found an old piece of 
'drift plank. This was launched toward-the shanty 
and the raid began. A rickety ladder, coated with 
barnacles, led up to the. platform, and upon reaching 
this and peering through a chink, revolvers In hand, 
the sight that met their gaze almost caused them to 
fall back into the mud. 


Squatting on his haunches, with the aid of a kero- 


sene lamp, sat a poor old Chinaman pounding clams 
with a large stone, and laying thorn on a tray to be 
dried in the next day's sunshine. He had takena pos- 
session of the shanty, which he used as a home and 
a, place of business, and thus, the first raid of the 
bay pirates' stronghold, went "agley." 


A I/ANDMARK. 


Johnny Heinold's First and Last Chance Saloon, 


at the entrance to the "Webster-street draw, and a 
waterfront landmark for many years, was frequented 
by the bay pirates. It was here that the late Jack 
London is said to have conceived his idea for "John 
Barleycorn." 
Heinhold is possibly the best posted 


man alive on the old waterfront, its characters and (

Jack London knew the bay pirates wel]. As a boy 


he had his own boat .on the waterfront, and often 
bowled "up the creek close hauled, with the spray 
drenching his half-clad form. His knowledge of the 
bay and the" old Oakland waterfront is responsible 
for the "Sea Wolf," one of his best stories. 


Frank Norris,- deceased, knew the western shore; 


that is, the line that runs from West Oakland to the 


. Berkeley flats, and now being reclaimed by the city 


of Oakland. Ho makes mention of it in his rather 
grewspme story of "McTeagrue," and Peter Kyne also 
knows his old Oakland waterfront. 


But the bay pirate, the dash of spice- to the other- 


wise prosaic old front, is ho more. The advent o'f 
night schools, free libraries and public parks has 
Sifted these denizens of ;the mud fiats to a condition 
of seilf-betterment.

These pirates all owned their own boats,,, mostly 


sloops, roomy and good on the get-away; they could 
handle and manage boats beitter than any water man 
that over sniffed the salt breeze or the estuary.' If 
there was the faintest catspaw of a breeze anywhere 
about, the bay pirate could pick It up quicker than 
any one else. 


HE gentlemen who followed tho fortunes 


oC the "Jolly Roger" in the sixteenth 
century, and who played such havoc 
with the shipping of great and mighty 
Spain, have been driven from the seas 
for centuries. Their deeds road like

fairy tales, although historians have 
established 


their authenticity. They were a cosmopolitan crew 
comprised of the nationalities of tho earth, with a 


fixed hatred for everything Spanish. 


The Spanish Main was their stamping ground, and 


the isolated harbors in the numerous Islands that 
dotted that expanse of sea afforded Ideal, bases from 
which to operate. 


The great lumbering galleons 
could not 
reach 


them In the shallow harbors, which 
provided 
the 


pirates an abundance of Crash water and food, in the 
shape of fruita and wild cattle, which, they slaugh- 
tered, cut tho flesh- into strips and dried,- in the 
sun with salt. This 
was called 
buccahlrig, 
from 


which they derived the title of buccaneers. • 
' 


. The buccaneers of these early days' were largo 


operators; from the sacking of a city to attacking a 


float of gold-laden galleons bound for Spain was their 
Rame. They abhored small deeds, were absolutely 
fearless and knew nor recognized any law, except 
that of their own making. 


The day of tlio regular pirate Is gone, however, 


and the .seas can now he sailed In perfect 
safely, 


since the advent of Hteam anrl swift cruisers, but in 
many localities piracy still exists; in remote bays 
especially large enough for a small sloop to lose it- 
self iu. 


>IAXY IIERK. 


The Oakland harbor and the old estuary contained 


many of these potty larceny piratfc.s some years ago. 
One occasionally hears of thorn today, hut the or- 
ganized band that operated in the waters about Oak- 
land in the past has bean pretty well smashed, ow- 
ing to the vigilance" of tho police, and the watchful- 
ness of shipkeepers. 


These thieves would steal anything that could bo. 


removed; they would row up to a clipper ship lyinK 
high up on a mud bank off the Alameda shore and 
pry off the copper plates with which her bottom 
was sheathed. Copper, while it brought a fairly good 
price as junk in those days, was not the priceless 
commodity that it is today, antl if .ships were Hheath- 


, i 
ed with it now, undoubtedly there would be plenty 
of bay pirates. 
s 


These bay pirates were a nondescript crowd; some 


nad served timo in the great gray stone house, over 
on. the Marln county shore; othprs wore merely habi- 
tues of tho docks and waterfront, who mudo their 
living from the bay, honestly when thoy could, and 
otherwise when they could not. 


One bay pirate, who served a spell, had a boat 


which he built himself in which everything that en- 
tered into construction was stolen; the ropes, the 
sails, even tha anchor, was purloined. 


Ills boat was built from odds and ends of lumber 


lifted from convenient lumber yards; the mast was 
swiped from some shipyard, and the manner in which 
the sails and fittings were secured was far from the 
rules of Hoyle. • 


Instead of securing his' booty by gal lant^ attack, as 


the sixteenth century pirates used to get it, the modus 
opera nclt of this particular bay pirate was rather 
crafty. Two of his ilk would board a great English' 
lime Juicer anchored in. the mud of the estuary, wait- 
Ing till prices were right; she was absolutely alono 
but for her keeper. The two pirates would come over 
her side armed with a. bottle and a deck of cards; 
hnil tho keeper in most friendly terms, and engage 
him in conversation. The. isolated keeper of tho ship, 
who possibly hadn't seen a newspaper less than a 
week old and was alone with his thought a great part 
of tho tlmo, was only too glad to have some one to 
talk to. 
/ 


After a while, the pirates and his victim would 


repair to the en bin, the bottle would be uncorked, 
tho pasteboards produced and the keeper would for- 
got his own name, In tho excitement of a game of 
.seven-up. and the the novelty of having some life 
aboard. 


Then tho real piratical work would be done. Out 


from one of the numerous sloughs of the- .\Iamecla 
nuirsh woultl shoot a sloop sculled with a long oar 
by a brawny pirate. Ho would make fast to the side 
of the Kngllshmnn, noiselessly steal over the side. 


' clamber down the fore hatch to the ship's lazaretto, 


break the lock and help himself to canvas, duck, 
rope, paint nml whatever was needed for 'the con- 
struction of his boat.

The stolen cargo would then bo covered with drift 


wood, which ho kept aboard for the purpose, and 
when all was snug he would hummer loudly on the 
rusty iron sides of the ship and cry in a loud volco 
for his mates. 


On their heads appearing ovc-r tho sides, lie would 


domain] In the mime of all that's pious how long they 
worn going to fool around; that ho was extremely

This same pirate slid alongside a small schooner

The pirates worked both night and day, and they 


have been known to remove parts of the machinery 
o* a defunct steamer, while her keeper was ashoro 
in Oakland. 


Their depredations were not confined to,the ship- 


ping alone, however; anything of value .and movable 
along the docks was eagerly lifted. They would enter 
a wharf, whero repairs were being made, secrote a 
top-mane uncltir their conts-ancl se.ll it for '.'two bits" 
to a lower Broadway junlc man. This meant .five 
steam beers.

"In descriptions o'f'rugs sold in New York, I have 


often seen a favorite Chinese rug, which. I would call

"By the use to which they are put and by the con- 


stant care and preservation they get In Chinese hands 
some • splendid1 relics of past centuries have been 
hdnded down to the presont-'day Chinese, who often 
dispose of them to procure some modern luxury 
the motor-ear age.

"Sometimes in Peking a peddler will offer a for- 


eigner a rug which has been cut into two, three or a 
half dozen pieces. - The destruction is the result of 
the Chinese system of dividing everything of value 
when brothers disagree ami/ decide to break up tho 
home of their fathers. In the Boston museum there 
is a fine, old painting divided in this way, one part 
having- found its way into the hands of a Paris dealer 
and the other into those of a dealer In New York. 
Fortunately thomuseum fri'u'nd and was able to pur- 
chase both parts."

ter covering the car and all traces of 
where It waa last. The crew is now hi- 
bernating it* one of tho cabins In the res- 
ervation well provisioned and comfort- 
able but anxious to get out again and ' 
finish the fight they had so nearly won. ] 
The car is somewhere under the snow. 
That la 'the story today, but several 
days ago Kenneth Abies wns very much 
worried about the fato of the boys. 


Not having heard any word from them 


for several days, Abies was on the verge 
of sending out a relief party to search 
for them, when "the lion man," a noted

The vasue mystery 
of the island lives In his landscapes, with 
their soft grays and greens, lofty cy- 
presses like waving plumes nnA distant 
Venetian castles crowning the hills. 


King'Constantino likes to show off his 


pictures himself, as if he were in part 
responsible for them, as he is, as a mat- 
ter of fact. 
Count Mercatl. grand marshal of the 


court, sent a note 
to The

Press correspondent bidding him, on be- 
half of the king, "to come to the palace 
at tea time if he wanted to see some 
good pictures."
